things, fince it is their Duty -nct to condemn Marriage by reafon of the evil of Corccupiſcence, 
and not to praiſe Concupiſcence by reaſon of the good of Marriage.(Auſt.de Nap.& (onc.l.2, 
c.13-) Therefore the Faculcies meaning is not to approve the things leſt untouchd in this book, 
but on the contrary,it condemneth & rejecethall the whole piece together ,and jndgeth ic wor- 
thy for ever to be buried inaneternal filence : It bath moreover ordered that the DuRors who
